Dear Dallas and Joe, 


Another two months have passed and we have not heard anything from the GSA 
regarding the status of the above-referenced request. I note that this request was 
submitted over 7 months ago on February 23, 2018. Despite the 20-day time limit to 
respond, the GSA also did not acknowledge the request until more than three months 
after it was submitted, which has resulted in additional delays. We have since made 
efforts to facilitate a response by substantially narrowing the scope of the request. 
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As you know, Penske is in pending litigation related to the GSA contract award at 
issue in the request. Based on the nature of the allegations, Penske has good cause to 
believe that the requested information is directly relevant to the litigation and is 
critical to the assessment of its potential damages. Accordingly, Penske requests that 
the GSA (1) provide a reasonable estimated timeline for processing, and (2) 
immediately produce any "reasonably segregable portion" of the responsive records 
that are not subject to the Act's exemptions under 5 U.S.C. section 552(b). I have 
attached GSA FOIA Public Liaison Audrey Corbett Brooks with the hope of bringing 
a speedy resolution to this pending request.
